A PIPE LINE TO BE BUILT TO 
LOS ANGELES AT ONCE. 


Big Strike of Petroleum in the Sespe 
Oil Fields—Oil for Fuel at Three 
or Four Cents a Gallon—A Huge 
Thing. 


Few strangers—and not all residents—are 
aware of the great extent and importance of 
the petroleum fields of Southern California. 
We have not only oil “indications” 
over hundreds of thousands of acres, 
but also a large number of accom- 
plished wells which are yielding 
many hundreds of barrels of oil per day. 
Besides the six valuable wells at Puente, 
18 miles east of this city, now actively 
producing, and operated by Messrs. Lacy 
and Rowland, there are several experiment- 
al wells going down within a less distance 
from this city, with good indications. 55 
Farland, Stewart & Co. are operatin 
the eastern end of the Puente fields, w — 
phony down 915 80

They have another wofl on the Brea Rancho, 
six miles southwest of this city, — is 
down 1160 feet. Here they are by 
a bad flow of water. There is 5 oil in 
both these wells. 

The most extensive developments thus 
far, however, have been made in the north- 
ern rim of this ay and the southern rim 
of Ventura county, near the line. The dis- 
trict is known as the Pico oll district. The 
oldest and most fully-developed fields are 
those at Newhall—or rather seven miles 
from Newhall—in Los Angeles county.

A PIPE-LINE TO Los ANGELES. 

One of the leading men of the Sespe Oil 
Company, who was cornered by a Tiuxs 
representative, said yesterday: Having 
thoroughly tested the territory, we are satis- 
fied, not ＋ that Southern California is 
one of the great natural oil fields, But also 
that it should be supplied with cheap oil. It 
is now an absolute certainty that our com- 
pany will build a four-inch pipe-line from 
our fields to Los Angeles. Itis a question 
of but a few months when crude oil will be 
sold in this city—for fuel, of course—at 3 
or 4 llon. — the 
nos rplex em we have here— 
the pro 5 of . fuel. There is an infi- 
nite amount of iron in the mountains here 
and there you have the two chief factors in 
making a great manufacturing city, cheap 
fuel and abundant iron. This will be a 
great manufagturing city, inside of a few 


rears. Our four-i pipe-line to 
is city will be forty-five miles long, 

and will deliver from 5000 to 

gallons of oil per day. No, vity is not 


a sufficient factor for a pipe-line. The oil 
does — flow fast and we nave 
use strong pumps, ng upon the oil a 
of 500 pounds to the inch. 

e will pump the oil — the wells to the 
Santa Clara Valley, where our central sta- 
tion will be. Thence we will pump it to 
the top of the Santa Susana Mountains, 
where we will have a relay and pump it on 
to Los Angeles. By putting relays at every 
15 miles we A increase the delivery of our 
line to 10 llons a day. e have 
already . tank cars of a capacity of 
100 barrels each, wherein to distribute the 
oil from here. There is no doubt that a 
large refining industry will spring up in 
this city when we get our pipe-line in here. 
The business of preparing crude oil for 
illuminating purposes has always been kept 
separate from the producing, but it is not 
improbable that we may make ourselves ex- 
ceptions to this rule, and go into the refin- 
ing as well as production of oil. 

“The Sespe Oll Company also owns a 
half interest in the ex-Mission San Buena- 
ventura oil fields, which already has a 
16-mile pipe line from Santa Paula creek to 
San Buenaventura, and a monthly produc-

They have 
apparently lost every vestige of inde- 
pendence in the management of 
the national finances. Whatever policy 
Wall street desires, that is the policy 
of the administration of President 
Cleveland. But Mr. Manning, the de- 
voted friend of Wall street, is about to 
return to Wall street. He has resigned 
the Secretaryship to take charge of a 
large bank in N ew York city. So far, 
so good. He ought never to have leit 
the banking business, and his return to 
it is a move in the right direction. But 
here is the danger. Would Wall street 
have let him resign, unless some one is 
to be appointed to succeed himin the 
Treasury of his way of thinking? Can 
we expect any change for the better 
under Cleveland’s Administration? 
There is nothing in the past to warrant 
such a hope. The public is now on the 
tenter-hooks to know who will be 
named to succeed Mr. Manning. The 
appointment must be made within the 
next few days, and then we may know 
whether Wall street or the people are 
to be subserved by it.
